The 
Egyptians were the pioneer poultry 
raisers and they were able to devise a 
means to do the work of the setting hen 
or the setting goose—in Egypt geese 
were the principal domestic fowls. Sev¬ 
eral of the ancient classic writers have 
mentioned the skill of the Egyptians In 
poultry culture. This Is from Diodorus, 
a Sicilian traveler and hlstortin. who 
visited Egypt about 16 B. C.: 

”Qf all the discoveries to which any 
class of Egyptians attained the one 
which Is most worthy of admiration Hi 
their mode of rearing fowls and geese; 
and by a process their Ingenuity has 
devlaed they hatch the eggs and there¬ 
by secure an abundance - of poultry 
Without of waiting for the 

Incubation of the hens. 

"The poulterers may be divided into 
te*o classes—Ui« rearers and those who 
sold poultry In the market; the former 
living In the country and villages and 
the latter in the market towns.” 

The incubator of the Egyptians was 
a simple device, nothing like the mod¬ 
ern contrivances that arc automatically 
heated by electricity and have every 
comfort for the newly hatched chicks. 
The Egyptians hatched eggs in ovens 
built on the ground and heated by a 
"slow” fire. - The ovens wer e kept at a 
temperature of about 164 degrees. The 
Egyptian^ poulterer* had no thermome¬ 
ters and they had to guess at the tem¬ 
perature, but by long experience they 
became expert. 

Did the Egyptians stay up all night 
with their Incubators? The early writ¬ 
ers don’t gay. but perhaps they did.

Chickens, perhaps, were not known In 
Egypt at the time of the Pharaoh*, but 
the absence of these domestic fowls 
was compensated for by the great 
abundance of ducks and geese, more 
especially the latter. In ancient Egypt 
geese were cultivated a* one of the 
main articles of food In the country 
and they were reckoned •* among the 
mast valuable farming products. Geeae 
were sacrificed to the god*. When an 
Inventory was made of the belongings 
of an Egyptians farmer the goose eggs 
on hand were cotinted. Most of the 
egga hatched hy artificial warmth by 
the Egyptians were those of geese.
